Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 and 26-28 are allowed. 

2. The After Final Amendment filed 11/8/4 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

5. The application has been amended as follows: 

a) Claims 19-25 and 2 9-30 have been canceled.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding the independent claims, Rogers et al, U.S. Patent 
No. 5,946,386 (hereinafter Rogers) fails to teach an internet 
gateway. The call management computer (101) taught by Rogers is 
not an internet gateway because it fails to perform protocol 
conversion . 

Also, the prior art of record does not disclose the claimed 
controlling circuit . Wong et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,909,387 
(hereinafter Wong) discloses a circuit for identifying the 
boundaries of voice messages (see abstract) . However Wong fails 
to teach the voice message is stored on a flash memory . Wong 
also fails to disclose the stored voice message is compressed . 

Borkovic et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,452,937 (hereinafter 
Borkovic) discloses a flash memory for storing a compressed 
voice message (see Figure 6) . Nonetheless, Borkovic does not 
teach the claimed controlling circuit . 

Additionally Farris, U.S. Patent No. 6,064,653 
(hereinafter) teaches an internet gateway for storing compressed 
voice prompts (see Figure 7) . Yet Farris does not disclose a 
subscriber unit for entering the voice message . 
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Finally, although Bartholomew et al, U.S. Patent No. 
6,215,858 (hereinafter Bartholomew) teaches a subsriber unit for 
entering the voice message, Bartholomew does not disclose the 
claimed flash memory and controlling circuit . 

Because Bartholomew, Farris, Borokovic, Rogers and Wong are 
nonanalogous art , it would not have been obvious to modify the 
prior art of record. As a result, claims 1-18 and 26-28 are 
allowed.
